At Fleming’s lane, off Waterloo road, the 
car stopped, and the driver pulled him out 
of it and said: “ You are going to get shot 
now.” He knelt down and said his prayers, 
as he was ordered. When he had said his 
prayers, one of the men asked: '' Are you 
ready to be shot now?” He answered: 
“ Yes, but there is some mistake about is.” 

They then beat him with revolvers for 
about three-quarters of an hour, and after- 


_ wards shots were fired over his head. 


He repeated that he knew nothing about 
the girl Fox. He was then brought to the 
end of the lane, ordered to kneel down, and 
beaten again. Finally, he was told to get 
up and run, and as he staggered away 
towards Baggot street shots were fired after 
him, though he did not think they were in- 
tended'‘to hit him. 

That day he reported the matter to the 
“G' Division Headquarters in Great Bruns- 
wick street, and at Government Buildings, 
where he had an interview with President 
Cosgrave On Sunday night, February 8th, 
he met Coogan at a concert in the Theatre 
Royal. Coogan said to him: “ You have 
done your worst, but I did not start yet." 


PENDING CHARGE. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lupton, the wit- 
ness said that he did not shout or raise an 
alarm on the night he was beaten, because 
he was warned not to. 

Is there a charge of rape pending against 
you now!

Mr. Ingram (Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce) stated that the classification of 
th. British trade was unsuitable to tho 
Irish trade, and should not be adopted. 
He maintained that his Department had 
no intention te do anything that would 
create a trade barrier in this matter.

THE 1924 CLASSIFICATION. 


Mr. Elliott, for the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, said that he would like to make it 
clear that these were not their proposals. 
They were alterations put forward as the 
result of a conference that had taken place, 
and it was not right or fair to refer to them 
as their new pro 8. 

Mr. Manning then read a lengthy state- 
ment, in which he said that this was, accord- 
ing to the public notice issued, an adjourned 
hearing on the matter of the proposed new 
classification or altered classification of 
merchandise submitted by the Great Southern 
Railways Co. He suggested that the original 
proposals had been so completely altered that 
the present proposals should be regarded as 
new ones, and it would be reasonable to give 
ample opportunity for their consideration, and 
to allow time for formal objections to be 
lodged. The original proposed classification 
was practically a copy, of the British one. It 
was criticised by Mr. Ingram, representing 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce, who 
appeared to favour the Danish one, which he 
(Mr 


Manning) understood contained very few 
classes—about six. 

The Free State Railway Traders’ Com- 
mittee criticised the document on the grounds 
of unsuitability generally. Both the criticisms 
were intended to show that abbreviation and 
simplicity were desired. <A classification 
simpler in form than the 1924 one would be 
heartily welcomed by all. 

THE BRITISH MODEL. 

He suggested that if the railway company 
had courageously and independently presented 
a classification, based on the 1924 one, but 
with emendations and excisions to meet the 
criticisms against it, they might have found 
compensation for casting aside the British 
model determined by the Railway Rates’ 
Advisory Cémmittee on June 12th, 1923, after 
many months of exhaustive examination of 
facts and figures and much expert evidence. 

While admitting that every possible con- 
sideration should be given to the require- 
ments of the Free State, he suggested that 
the adoption of the new proposals would tend 
to commercial insulation of the Free State.

The Chairman (Judge O’Brien) said that 
they were very grateful to Mr. Manning for 
his statement. They would give it sym- 
pathetic consideration. 

Mr. Biliott said that the company had 
been asked to circulate what transpired at 
the Conference. They had done that, and 
accepted no: responsibility whatever for the 
amendments or alterations now suggested. 
In reality, the classification before them was 
the one originally presented, as far as his 
clients were concerned. f the Tribunal 
thought that the number of classes should 
be reduced to the number now suggested in 
so far as concerned ‘traffic to Great Britain 
and the Six Counties, they would have to find 
some means of- bridging over the difficulty, 
because they could not allow anything to 
interfere with the principle of through rates.

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APPEAL ON BEHALF OF 
DUBLIN'S POOR. 


WORK OF THE MANSION 
HOUSE COAL FUND. 


In view of the abnormal distress in the 
city, the hope was expressed at the annual 
meeting of the Mansion House Coal Fund 
yesterday, held in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, that there would be an increase in 
the number of subscribers to this old-estab- 
lished charity. 

The annual report showed that subscrip- 
tions to the amount of £639 had been re- 
ceived—an increase of £87 on the previous 
winter. 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Byrne, Roman” Catholic Archbishop of 
Dublin, said that poverty in this city, as 
elsewhere, admits of many degrees. ere 
is the poverty of the family, which by 
frugality of hfe and strictest economy, is 
able to husband its resources, so that in 
normal conditions it is possible to make .ends 
meet with a very small margin for eventuali- 
ties. Then there is the indigence, of a more 
pronounced form, of these who can hardly 
provide the necessaries of life, and who con- 
stantly hover on the border line of total 
waft, and live from day to day in constant 
anxiety lest the slightest untoward circum- 
stance should completely swamp them and 
drag them’ into the lower class of the com- 
pletely destitate. 


: THE DESTITUTE POOR. 

There is a third class, which is entirely 
destitute, helpless and hopeless, which has 
not even the necessaries of life, not even the 

things on which human life exists: 
food, raiment, and fire; or, if they have 
them, it is only because God sends han at 
the right. moment. 

Proceeding, Dr. Byrne said that at all 
seasons it is hard for the very poor to live, 
but winter time is particularly hard, and this 
winter is very. severe. . At this Christmas 
time we want to provide for them one of the 
essentials for comfort and for very existence. 
We appeal to the citizens of Dublin to pro- 
vide every poor home in the city with fire 
sufficient to warm them and to cook any 

they may have at the season of 


Christmas. 

The resolution was seconded by Dr. 
Denham Osborne, who spoke of the origin of 
the fund when tho late Sir John Arnott,, one 
who contributed to every good cause in the 
city, gave the first impetus to the fund at 
ite inception in the year 1894.

The Commission had taken the view that a 
unanimous award would render unnecessary 
and undesirable thé presentation of a formal 
report entering into the pros and cons of the 
various questions raised before it, and into 
local detail, but the withdrawal of Dr. Mac- 
Neill rendered it, in our opinion, necessary 
that. such a report should be presented. 

So far as Mr. Fisher and myself are con- 
cerned, we wish it to be known that our de-

of the plaintiffs in the case of Fogarty and 
others v. O'Donoghue and others in the anpeal 
brought by Mr. Stephen O’Mara, one of the 
defendants. from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, declaring the Free State Govern- 
ment entitled to the $10,000 and other moneys 
collected for political propaganda purposes in 
the United States of America prior to the 
setting up of the Free State as the recognised 
de facto and dé fure Government of Ireland, 
in succession to the second Dail. The funds 
so collected, it appeared, now amounted to 
about a million and a half dollars. 

The Court now unanimously upheld Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan’s decision, allowing the 
defendant his costs of the action in the Court 
below. 

The plaintiffs in the action were the Most 
Rev.. Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of Killaloe ; 
Richard Mulcahy, Liam T. MacCosgair and 
John Collins (personal representative of the 
late Michael Collins, deceased, former Minister 
of Dail Eireann), and subsequently the pre- 
sent Minister for Finance (Mr. Ernest Blythe) 
was added as a plaintiff. The defendants 
were Daithi O’Donoghoe, Eamon de Valera;
